1. HIGHLIGHTS; TUESDAY PAPERS HEADLINED U.S. AFFIRMS

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INSIDE PAPERS REPORT PRESIDENT SAYS IN MOSCOW BROADC ST

PAPERS AND ALL THREE MAIOR TV NETWORKS REPORT SOVIET

2. CCD. WASHPOST GENEVA SQUIB ON TESTS REPORTS U.S. 
AMBASSADOR JOSEPH MARTIN, DELEGATE TO DISARMAME T 
CONFERENCE, SAID U.S. SEES NO DIFFERENCE BETWEEN NUCLEAR 
BOMB TESTS FOR PEACEFUL ENDS AND THOSE FOR MILITARY 
PURPOSES, MENTIONING INDIAN TEST AND ADDING WASHINGTON 
CONSIDERS THE PEACEFUL AND MILITARY TECHNOLOGIES 
INDISTINGUISHABLE. 

3. SUMMIT. WEDNESDAY NYTIMES HEDRICK SMITH MOSCOW 
REPORTS BREZHNEV SAID HE AND PRESIDENT HAD AGREED ON A 

LIMITATION OF UNDERGROUND TESTING AND ON LOWER CEILING 
FOR DEFENSIVE MISSILE SYSTEMS BUT INDICATED THAT A BREAK- 
THROUGH ON CONTROLLING OFFENSIVE MISSILE SYSTEMS HAD 
ELUDED THEM, BREZHNEV ADDING THE ARMS AGREEMENT COULD 
PROBABLY HAVE BEEN WIDER, THUS INDIRECTLY EVINCING 
DISAPPOINTMENT ON THE QUESTION OF CURBING THE OFFENSIVE 
MISSILE RACE; SMITH SAYS NIXON IN HIS TOAST STRESSED 
THE IMPORTANCE OF PERSONAL RELATIONS IN PROMOTING DETENTE 
WHILE BREZHNEV PUT HIS EMPHASIS ON THE FEELINGS OF 
RESPECT AND FRIENDSHIP OF RUSSIANS FOR AMERICANS. 

SMITH ADDS TENOR OF BREZHNEV.S TOAST SUGGESTED HE MIGHT 
HAVE BEEN DISAPPOINTED AT NOT GETTING MORE HELP FOR 
HIS CSCE SUMMIT. 

3A. WEDNESDAY WASHPOST MARDER AND KAISER REPORT BREZHNEV 
CONFIRMED THAT THREE PARTIAL NUCLEAR ACCORDS HAVE BEEN 
REACHED BUT SAID THE RESULTS COULD PERHAPS HAVE BEEN 
BROADER, STORY SAYING THIRD NUCLEAR AGREEMENT CONTAINED 
GUIDELINES FOR NEGOTIATING LIMITS ON MIRVS. ACCORDING 
STORY, BREZHNEV DIDN'T EXPLAIN WHY HE SAID AGREEMENTS COULD 
HAVE BEEN BROADER BUT NUMEROUS AUTHORITATIVE SOVIET 
OFFICIALS HAVE PRIVATELY CITED THE PRESSURES ON THE 
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AMERICAN POLITICAL SCENE AS A RESULT OF WATERGATE AND THE 
IMPEACHMENT CHALLENGE, SOVIET SOURCES ADDING THAT THEY 
RECOGNIZED BEFORE NIXON:S ARRIVAL THAT AMERICAN POLITICAL 
TURMOIL PUT LIMITS ON HOW FAR HE COULD GO IN REACHING 
COMPROMISES WITHOUT EXPOSING HIMSELF TO CHARGES OF A 
SELLOUT. STORY SAYS BREZHNEV'S EXPRESSION OF SATISFAC- 
TION IS TAKEN AS MEANING THAT MODEST RESULTS WERE 
ACHIEVED. STORY NOTES THE AMERICAN ASSESSMENT HAS NOT 
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YET BEEN GIVEN. STORY SAYS BREZHNEV'S ANNOUNCEMENT OF 
NEW EFFORTS AIMED AT THE FURTHER LIMITATION OF STRATEGIC 
OFFENSIVE ARMS WOULD BE A STARTING FORMULA FOR NEGOTIATING 
LIMITS ON MIRVS, SIGNIFYING ONLY A BEGINNING IN THE AREA

CLYMER REPORTS AN AMERICAN SOURCE SAID BREZHNEV.S

4; COMMENT NYTIMES IULY 3 EDITORIAL OBSERVES THAT 
SALIENT POINT OF THIRD NIXON-BREZHNEV SUMMIT IS THAT IT 
HAS TAKEN PLACE SO ROUTINELY. TWO NOT UNIMPORTANT 
STRATEGIC ARMS ACCORDS PLUS AGREEMENTS ON COOPERATION IN 
TRADE, MEDICAL RESEARCH, HOMEBUILDING AND ENERGY MANAGE- 
MENT ALL CONTRIBUTE TO WEB OF COMMON INTERESTS MAKING
